Some members may remember this announcement of 
August 2014: 


HAVANA TIMES —The Central Bank of Cuba plans to 
issue in the near future new banknotes for regular 
Cuban pesos (CUP) with new security measures, 
according to official sources. 


In the high denomination banknotes (100, 50 and 
20 pesos) the watermark located on the left front of 
the bills, will appear with the image of the patriot 
whose name identifies the denomination, which can 
be seen by placing the note up to the light. 


Moreover, these bills will incorporate another water- 
mark located in the top left of the patriot with the 
denomination of the bill. 


The rest of the bills will continue to have their water- 
mark with the image of Celia Sanchez and to the 
right of her will appear number with the correspond- 
ing denomination. 


According to the article, the remaining security 
elements remain unchanged. The bills are dated 
2014 and the currency in circulation will remain 
valid as legal tender throughout the country. 


The new measure has confirmed indirectly that 
behind the announced monetary unification the 
so-called national pesos or CUP will remain, while 
the current CUC (equivalent to the US dollar) would 
cease to circulate. 


Then November 2014 came this announcement: 


The Central Bank of Cuba has announced that it 
plans to issue banknotes with new anti- 
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counterfeiting features as part of its monetary reform, Latin American 
news channel Telesur reported. Banknotes in denominations of 20, 50 
and 100 pesos with will go into circulation in the near future, according 
to a government statement. They will feature new security measures, 
such as watermarks. 


The image of a patriot, identifying the banknote's denomination, will uba to Issue New 
appear in a watermark located on the left of the front of the new bills. 

Another watermark, with the number of the  banknote's|-- tb 852-5) gs 25 
denomination, will be located to the top left of the patriot.| 3) 57 Reform - Reports 


The rest of the bills will maintain their previous watermark, with an image of Celia Sanchez [a heroine of the Cuban 
revolution] and a number reflecting their denomination to the right of the image. The other security elements will remain 
unchanged. Two currencies, the so-called national peso or CUP and the convertible peso, known as the CUC, are in 
circulation in the country now. In 2013, Cuba announced the end to a dual currency system in a series of measures which 
will be taken to unify the country's currencies and exchange rates. It is expected that the convertible peso will be withdrawn

Canadians Honoured! 


Some SWCS members present at the WCS meeting in November 
2014 may recall the presentation given by Judy Blackman, in that 
several coins commemorated the Canadian commandos in the 
“Devil’s Brigade.” It was great to hear in February 2015, a U.S. 
Congressional Gold Medal was presented to surviving members of 
the Joint American—Canadian WWII First Special Service Force by 
the Speaker of the House John Boehner), in Emancipation Hall SJ 
(U.S. Capitol Visitor’s Centre, Washington, D.C.). The name “Devil’s 
Brigade” was earned because the blackened faces of the force’s 
members led the Nazis to give them this nickname. Contact 
www.usmint.gov to order the 3-inch bronze version for $39.95 
(U.S.) or a 1.5 inch duplicate for $6.95. 


Donald’s 80th! 


In the summer 2014, Australia’s Perth Mint continued its 2-year Disney series program when it 
issued the “Donald Fauntleroy Duck” (which first appeared as a character in The Wise Little 
Hen released in 1934) Donald Duck 80 Anniversary Coins. The .9999 Gold Proof Coin is % 
troy ounce and the .9999 Silver Proof Coin is 1 troy ounce. Donald was nominated for 7 
Academy Awards and won an Oscar statuette in 1943. Donald’s partner is Daisy, his uncle 
Scrooge McDuck, and is three nephews are Huey, Dewey, and Louie, often featured in cartoons 
alongside him. 


Shown on the reverse of these two new coins is the same basic image of Donald Duck. The 
house and fence from the film are also added to the design. An inscription reads ‘DISNEY, 
DONALD DUCK’ and ‘80** ANNIVERSARY.’ These officially licensed coins are struck by The Perth 
Mint and issued by the New Zealand Mint as legal tender of the South Pacific island nation of 
Niue. 


Shown on the obverse is the lan Rank-Broadley effigy of Queen Elizabeth Il. Inscriptions 
include ‘2014, ELIZABETH II, NIUE’ and the legal tender face value - ’25 DOLLARS’ for the Gold 
coin and ‘TWO DOLLARS’ for the Silver. Gold specs: 7.777 gm weight, 20.6 mm diameter, 2 
mm thickness, and mintage 1,000. Silver specs: 31.35 gm weight, 40.6 mm diameter, 4 mm 
thickness, and mintage 10,000. Each ships in a classic wooden presentation case with a 
coloured image included in the lid and an illustrated shipper with a number certificate of 
authenticity. The Gold were issued at $704.55 AUD / $663.29 U.S., and the Silver $102.27 
AUD / $96.28 U.S. 
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Also fall 2014 the Perth Mint issued 
these .9999 Silver Proof 6-Coin Pack (each 
coin is 1 troy ounce and has modern 
Perspex presentation packaging with 
numbered certificate of authenticity), 
featuring: Pluto, Goofy, Daisy Duck, Minnie 
Mouse, Donald Duck, and Mickey Mouse. 


Brass Vs Bronze courtesy of differencebetween.net 


Copper is a common type of earth metal. When copper is combined with other metals the end result is an alloy. Both bronze 
and brass are examples of copper alloys. The primary difference between the two is that brass is made out of copper’s 
combination with zinc while bronze is literally copper plus tin. 


Historically speaking, bronze is an older alloy because it is said that it was already discovered as early as 3500 BC. The 
Sumerians is said to be the first civilization to have used such an alloy because of its toughness, being harder than raw iron. 
Bronze is also resistant to corrosion which made it an ideal choice for weaponry. Because steel was not yet discovered until 
modern times, bronze was the ideal material for the ancient civilization because it is a better material than iron in almost all 
aspects. Aside from tin, there are other elements that may be added to copper to make bronze like manganese, 
phosphorus, silicon and aluminum. 


On the contrary, brass was not discovered until 500 BC, perhaps by accident. Yes, pure zinc was really never discovered at 
this time. It just so happened that people back then tried smelting copper together with calamine, which is an ore of zinc. 
The heat is the one that releases the zinc from calamine and it immediately combines with copper. The result is a tarnish 
resistant alloy that appears to be golden in color. This alloy later came to be known as brass with a characteristic of having a 
lower melting point and better malleability. Because of this property, brass has had many decorative uses. 


Today, there has been so much confusion between brass and bronze because it is difficult to distinguish which is which 
especially at first look. Both alloys have also been combined with other elements to somewhat alter some of its properties. 


1. Brass is made up of copper and zinc while bronze is made up of copper and tin. 
2. Bronze is an older alloy than brass. 


3. Bronze is harder, more expensive and corrosion resistant than brass. 
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Blue Jay (Cyanocitta cristata) 


2015 Royal Canadian Mint is the Specimen Set’s highlight is a unique $1 nickel- 
electroplated with bronze coin featuring the Blue Jay. Mintage is limited to 
30,000 sets and each Blue Jay coins is 7 gm weight, and 26.5 mm diameter. 


The blue jay is a large song bird, familiar to many people, with its prominent crest; blue, white, and black plumage. (The blue 
colour of the feathers is the result of the unique inner structure of the feathers, which distort the reflection of light off the 
bird, making them look blue). They are known for their intelligence, social systems with family bonds. 


Sample Medal Shown At Our April 2015 SWCS Meeting! 


Our April Ist, 2015, SWCS meeting includes an exhibit and PowerPoint presentation by Judy Blackman (with assistance from 
Scott Douglas) on St. Eligius medals and other related items. Judy acquired this medal from the Rosirenon’s Medals Gallery 
in December 2014. It has a diameter 115 millimetres / 4.5 inches, weights 510.20 grams / 18 ounces, composition bronze 
(mint patina). The medal is from France, designed by French medalist Maurice Pouillard (1912-1978). 


The chair is the Throne of Dagobert | (c. 6(03—19 January 639) who was the king of Austrasia (623-634), king of all the 
Franks (629—634), and king of Neustria and Burgundy (629—639). He was the last king of the Merovingian dynasty to wield 
any real royal power. Dagobert was the first of the Frankish kings to be buried in the royal tombs at Saint Denis Basilica.

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The Temperance Movement In Canada 


Did You Know... that the first Canadian temperance societies appeared in 1827 in Nova 
Scotia and Quebec? 


Organizations that promoted temperance, abstinence and/or prohibition were commonly 
referred to as temperance groups. In the beginning the societies tolerated moderate use of 
wine and beer but later a total abstinence was called for. Only in Quebec did moderate use 
remain as the preference while the rest of Canada called for full prohibition of all alcoholic 
drink.t The main driving forces behind temperance and total prohibition were women and 
anti-Irish sentimentalists. In Canada in the mid to late 1800's the Irish population defined the 
Catholic population often by as much as 90 percent in the larger city centers. In Ontario the 
Irish population in 1871 was 34.5%.2 In a typical Ontario city such as Guelph with a population 
of 6,878 in 1871 the Irish made up 25.6% of the city population with 54% of those in the 
hotel keeping trade and 44% of the hotelkeepers Roman Catholic. By the 1881 census these 
numbers had declined only slightly.s With such a large population of hotelkeepers, the anti- 
lrish movement resented the moderate wealth being produced by the Irish. In these times a 
hotel offered rooms, most occupied by permanent residents, as well as meals and of course 
all types of alcohol. After the year 1900, when it became more fashionable to live in an 
apartment rather than a hotel, all hotel owners became more reliant on revenue from serving 
alcohol. 


The main temperance societies in Canada were the Sons of Temperance, a prohibitionist with it’s roots in the United States, 
the Royal Templars of Temperance, the International Order of Good Templars and the Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union. 


The Sons of Temperance was founded in 1842 in New York City. Although this organization promoted the temperance 
movement, with a membership strictly comprised of men, they were considered more as a fraternal group of nominated 
‘brothers’ and practiced in secret rituals, signs and passwords. 


The Royal Templars of Temperance were organized at Buffalo, NY in 1870 primarily to lobby (unsuccessfully) for the closure 
of saloons on Sunday.* The organizations founder was Cyrus Porter, a member of the Sons of Temperance. The Templars 
movement came to Canada in 1878. The first Grand Council was formed in Ontario in 1882. In March of 1885 the Dominion 
of Canada membership was delegated as an Independent Beneficiary Jurisdiction. 


“The original objects of the Order were to unite the tried and true workers in the cause of temperance in a fraternal band, 
and to labor unceasingly for the promotion of the cause of temperance morally, socially, religiously and POLITICALLY. ”®

The WCTU still exists today and considers alcohol to be North America’s | 
number one drug problem. 


The International Order of Good Templars can trace its roots to an) 
organization originally known as the Order of Good Templars which formed 
in 1851 in west-central New York state. In 1852 a breakaway group formed | 
the Independent Order of Good Templars in Syracuse New York. The |IOGT 
organized the first lodge in Canada at Merrickville, Ontario on October 23, | 
1853. In 1906 the Templars made another name change to The 
International Order of Good Templars in an attempt to modernize its image | 
and reflect the scope of its worldwide reach. 


In the 1970’s the organization changed it’s name yet again to the 
International Organization of Good Templars and tried to emphasize a new | 
relevancy by distancing itself from a fraternal label along with the rituals and | 
degrees it was previously noted for. Today the organization still exists, | 
although not in Canada, and is known as IOGT International. In 2014 drug | 
abuse is the main target for IOGT International. Their philosophy is | 
described on their website as follows; 


IOGT International is a politically independent and heart driven organization working solely from | 
evidence based facts. The work expands from community action for children and youth to 
creating, facilitating and developing efficient alcohol policies. |OGT International has members 
all over the world and is open to everyone who wishes to see an | 
open and democratic world free from alcohol and other drugs.

We agree to abstain from all intoxicating drinks and to 
discountenance the cause and practice of intemperance. 
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Temperance societies in Canada had to fight for decades before prohibition set in to satisfy their goal of a somewhat dry | 
culture. In 1898 temperance issues were strong enough to force a national referendum. However, the government of Sir 
Wilfred Laurier deemed the 13,687 votes cast in favour of prohibition not large enough to warrant passing a law. Individual | 
provinces later passed their own prohibition laws with Prince Edward Island being the first in 1901. The rest didn’t follow | 
until 1916-1918 with Nova Scotia the last in 1921. National prohibition would eventually be declared as a wartime measure 
in 1918. However, by the mid 1920’s prohibition in most provinces had been repealed. The following provinces fell off the | 
prohibition wagon starting with Quebec in 1919, British Columbia and the Yukon in 1920, Manitoba in 1923, Alberta and | 
Saskatchewan in 1924, Ontario and New Brunswick in 1927, Nova Scotia in 1930 and Prince Edward Island holding out | 
until 1948. In Ontario the Liquor Control Board was created in 1927 immediately following the vote to repeal prohibition and | 
still exists today. 


Interestingly there are many recorded cases of 
remaining dry areas in Canada into the 1960’s 
and 1970’s. In one case in Ontario a shopping 
mall developer found that a new restaurant 
could not get a liquor licence to serve wine or 
beer until this last bastion of a prohibition age |, 
had a municipal vote to remove the ban. 
Where? Owen Sound in 1988.
